today he does not see how President Eisenhower could decline 
to approve the Senate-passed Labor regulation bill. 


The bill, passed 90-1 by the Senate Saturday, went through 


that body without inclusion of several provisions the adminis- 
tration has insisted are needed for effective labor legislation.

- of Panama City. They named Ro- 


berto Arias, husband of British 
ballerina Margot Fonteyn, as their 
chief. 


Arias, ex-ambassador to Britain, 


escaped to the Brazilian Embassy 
Friday night after another landing 
on the Pacific coast and was given 
asylum. 


The prisoners indicated the in- 


vasion went awry after their field 
commander and two others were 
drowned in the first landing at- 
tempt by small boat.

Godfrey Flies His 
Plane to New York 
To Enter Hospital 


NEW YORK (AP) — Television 


star Arthur Godfrey prepared to 
enter a hospital today for an op- 
eration for a chest tumor. 


"My only fear is of being an 


invalid," he said Sunday night. 
"I'd hate to think of not being 
able to go for a swim or ever, fly 
an airplane again." 


Doctors don't know whether the 


tumor is cancerous. The operation, 
scheduled later this week at Co- 
lumbia Presbyterian Medical Cen- 
ter, will tell. 


Godfrey, 55, flew his private 


plane from his farm in Virginia. 
He was genial and smiling as he 
stepped out of the twin-engine 
plane at Teterboro, NJ. airport. 
He was in shirt-sleeves, smoking 
a cigar. 


Godfrey was philosophical about 


the impending operation. 


"When you get to the so-called 


moment of truth as often as I 
have," he said, "you get kind of 
used to it. Don't you know, every 
time a pilot takes off, he's close 
to it." 


Godfrey said "it's 
wonderful, 


just wonderful" that, Sam Leven- 
son and Robert Q. Lewis are tak- 
ing over as his television and ra- 
dio replacements. He said there 
was no basis for rumors that he 
was considering any shakeup of 
program personnel.

Kennedy said h« was confi- 


dent the measure 
would 
be 


recognized-as a strong, effec- 
tive measure to clean up many 
abuses in unions. 


The Senate finally did "accept 


a compromise section aimed at 
some organizational picketing, 
but in a much less 
drastic 


form than the administration 
asked. 
' 


The House has been holding 


hearings on similar legislation, 
but is not expected to act on 
it before June or July. 


1 Traditionally, the House has 
been apt to write somewhat 
stronger labor legislation than 
the Senate. But this year, back- 
ers of the Kennedy bill in the 
House contend they have the 
votes to put it through in much 
tlie same shape as the Senate 
version.

Last year the House killed 


the Kennedy-Ives bill, 
which 


was quite similar to the pres- 
ent measure. But it did not get 
to act until the closing days of 
the session, and then only un- 
der procedure which ruled out 
any floor amendments.

16-Year-Old Girl Has Close 
Call in Choppy Puget Sound 


SEATTLE (AP) — "I prayed, 


oh, how I prayed," stammered 
Janet. Wicks, 16, after her rescue 
Sunday from choppy Puget Sound! 
"I kept asking God: 'Please save 
me; help me; I don't want to die 
like this.' 


"How 
are the others," Janet 


asked as she lay shivering beneath 
a pile of blankets. Then her res- 
cuers told her that seven of her 
boating companions died in the 
chilly waters when their pleasure 
cruiser capsized 1% miles off Alki 
Point. Four others were saved 
with Janet. All are from Tacoma. 


"I guess I was terribly lucky," 


Janet said. 


The tragedy occurred shortly 


after the 12 persons, seven adults 


and five children, started on' a 25 
mile trip from Tacoma to Seattle. 
When the 43-foot Lois Ann ap- 
proached the South Seattle shore- 
line, strong gusts pushed waves 
across her stern. 


"The N backside tilted and the 


boat went over on its side," Janet 
recalled. 


Seven ol the occupants were 


tlirown into the water. The other 
five were trapped below deck. 


Several shoreline residents wit- 


nessed the mishap. The Coast 
Guard was notified. Several uni- 
dentified men rowed to the scene 
in dinghies, braving gusts of up 
to 30 knots.

MONTREAL (AP)—Twenty- 


three ships, 15 of them from 
foreign ports, moved westward 
Sunday in the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way, opened Saturday to world 
traffic. St. Lambert Dock.at the 
western entrance to the 185- 
mile .deep-water channel to the 
Great Lakes, reported 23 west- 
bound snips had passed that 
point so far. In-addition, the St. 
Lambert Dock handled six east- 
bound ships headed for Montreal 
and other St. Lawrence River 
ports. At Iroquois Lock, at the 


western end of the chain of 
canals and seven locks between 
here and Lake Ontario, seaway 
officials reported 35 downbound 
ships and 13 upbound vessels 
had moved through. Shipping 
was moving up and Sown 
smoothly and without a hitch, 
said officials. The 475-million- 
dollai1'-construction- job was-un- 
dertaken jointly by the United 
States and Canada after it was 
finally authorized by the U. S. 
Congress in 1951.

enough to handle their own re- 
pairs without any state help," he 
told the Associated Press.

NBC Disrupted by 
Sudden Strike of 
TV Engineers 


NEW YORK (AP)—Supervisory 


personnel got the National Broad- 
casting Co.. network back on the 
air today after a sudden strike by 
television engineers disrupted op- 
erations. 


Sydney Eiges, NBC vice presi- 


dent, said normal programming 
resumed at 10 a.m., Eastern Day- 
light Time. 


However as Eiges made his an- 


nouncement, the striking union, 
the National^ Assn. of Broadcast 
Employes and Technicians, said 
the stoppage by its members had 
spread to "a complete national 
walkout," with Washington, Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles, Philadelphia 
and San Francisco involved. 


"We charge NBC 'with being in 


direct violation of our contract 
with them as it applies to video 
tape jurisdiction. We are refusing 
to condone the 'runaway shop' ap- 
proach by the American networks 
in originating program service in 
overseas locations and consequent- 
ly employing people at what we 
term coolie-rate labor," he said. 


Pickets patrolled the entrances 


to the RCA building in Rockefeller 
Center where NBC has its head- 
quarters. The picket signs com- 
plained of a "lockout," 


The main effect was felt on the 


television network, although radio 
network engineers in a sympathy 
move prevented broadcast of sev- 
eral morning news roundups.

Peiping Radio 
Says Red China 
Has New Chief

TOKYO JAP) — Liu Shao-'chi, 


hatchet-faced theoretician of the 
Communist party, moved up today 
to the presidency of Red China. 
Peiping radio called him a "lead- 
er second only to Mao Tze-tung." 


Chou En-Lai was re-named pre- 


mier. 


Mao relinquished the presidency 


to free himself for his more im- 
portant duties as chairman of the 
Chinese Communist party. Choice 
of Liu, a 61-year-old Honanese, 
strengthened his position as Mao's 
heir-apparent. 


Peiping radio indicated, how- 


ever, that Liu was not unopposed 
early this month when the party 
command chose him to be chair- 
man—or president—of tije govern- 
ment, which under Mao had been 
a largely ceremonial post. It said 
that he "had the support of a large 
segment of party members," sug- 
gesting the choice was not unani- 
mous. 


Mme. Sun Yat-sen, widow of the 


founder of republican China, and 
veteran revolutionary Tung Pi-wu 
were 'named vice chairmen, suc- 
ceeding Marshal Chu Teh who had 
held the job alone.

New Concept of

WASHINGTON 
UH — The 


moon's interior is generally lac- 
ed with iron and nickel embed- 
ded ages ago by crashing me- 
teors, three California scien- 
tists have concluded. 


The conclusions were report- 


ed today by Dr. Harold 
C. 


Uiey, a Nobel Prize winner on 
behalf of himself and two fel- 
low scientists at the University 
of California, La Jolla. 


Urey told the annual meet- 


ing of the National Academy of 
Sciences that he and his co- 
workers have concluded there 
are more lacings of iron and 
nickel in areas extending to the 
north and south poles of the 
moon than in areas facing to- 
ward and away from the earth. 


This 
concept, 
said 
Urey, 


would tend to explain a bulge 
that is known to exist on the 
surface of the moon, figured to 
range from -1/2 to 1 1/4 miles 
high.

1 Not long ago, the floor polisher 
was an appliance you saw being 
piloted through public buildings 
at night. Today, several com- 
panies make home-size versions 
of them to keep wood, resilient 
tile, and cork floors in fine con- 
dition without too great an effort 
by the homemaker. 


The method of cleaning and 


waxing with a floor polisher is 
guile different from wielding a 
icrubbing brush while on hands 
and knees. 


It's much easier, too. If your 


home boasts a goodly amount of 
exposed hard-surfaced flooring. 
such as appliance might be of 
real value to you.

SOME POLISHERS have two

) The cleaning and polishing may

if several coats of wax have built 
up on a floor, these should be 
stripped before more is added 
Stripping off the old wax can 
be done with products made for 
the purpose, or with certain 
household cleansers. 


After wax is stripped use a 


polisher to apply two or three 
new coats, allowing good drying 
time between each coat, says one 
floor research expert. 


Heat from the polisher helps 


to dry and harden the film of 
wax. 


It is also advised that self- 


ponshmg v axes be apohed with 
a wax applicator not a polisher. 


Use of a floor polisher for 


cleaning and waxing doesn't rule 
out damp mopping. Sticky spills 
and such can be mopped up, but 
the less cleaner and water used, 
the less ivax will be removed. 


How | long a thorough cleaning 


and waxing job will last de- 
pends on the traffic; a polisher 
can be used to patch the traffic 
lanes when wax is worn in those

On Withholding 


Culminating a long series of 


negotiations between th« Inde- 
pendent Association of PLCB 
Employees and officials of the 
Liquor Control Board, word has 
been received by John Baur of 
Shavertown, president of the 
Employees' 
Association, 
that 


beginning: July 1, Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield due=i paid by 
state store and central office 
workers will be on the basis of 
payroll withholding deductions. 
Participation will be on a volun- 
tary basis. 


Many delays have held up the 


process, long desired by store 
workers, although several other 
state deprtments already enjoy 
the benefit. As of this • time, 
the entire cost will be paid by 
the workers. Negotiatons will 
continue, however, to have the 
Commonwealth pay at least part 
of the hospitalization 
policy 


costs as a fringe benefit. 


Sixteen of the states of the 


Union now pay part or all of 
hospitalization policy costs for 
employees. Pennsylvania gives 
no fringe benefits and is the 
only state which does not at the 
this time provide aiiy extra 
privileges for any employees, 
such as comulative vacation 
and sick leave, added vacation 
leave for long service, unem- 
ployment insurance and sick 
leave, added vacation leave for 
long service, unemployment in- 
surance, increased pay for long- 
evity, overtime, incentve sug- 
gestion awards, paid maternity 
leave, and moving costs on 
transfers.

"It stands as 
a 24-hour witness to faith. \Vhat 
does^it saj?" 
- What it says is of particulai 
importance to Pastor Frey. who 
is executive director of the De- 
partment of Chinch Architecture 
of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. 


Both Pastor Frev and his asso- 


ciate director, the Rev. John Whet- 
stone, are 
of the modernistic 


school of chuich architecture — 
•'provided its design is honest." 


"Until 
quite recently," says 


Pastor Frey. "Piotestants did not 
know what they were doing when 
they built a chuich. Thev were 
content merely to copy the past 
without knowing why. 


"But copying the past 
often 


turns out a forbidding structure. 
It is something that speaks out of 
the past, not the present. It might 
not communicate to the people of 
today " 


Pastor Whetstone defines a good 


church structure as one that 
"bears adequate witness to man's

"The only way to make a church 
stand out today is to m?ke it 
unique." says Pastor Whetstone. 
"Provided of course it still beats

Both Pastors Frey and Whst- 


stone endorse the modernistic de- 
sign of the controversial Air Force 
Academy Chapel which ha«; been 
called on the floor of the U.S. Sen- 
ate "a deliberate insult to God Al- 
mighty." 


"An odd <<hcipe doesn't bothei 


me unless 1 see no reason for it," 
says Pastor Frey. "Some church- 
es may be designed strangely t6 I 
create an" artistic splash but 1 
think the honesty of the Air Force 
Chapel is unquestionable." 


Pas-tor Whtestone attributes the 


opposition to the Air Force Acad- 
emy Chapel and other modernistic 
churches to the fact that "the 
church is traditionally the most 
conservative element in society." 


"No matter how radical a per- 


son in some tilings," he says, "he 
usually has one basic anchor point 
of conservatism In most people 
it is religion. Thay don't hke to 
see it changed in any way." 


But. whether they like it or not, 


people are going to see a lot of 
change in church architecture in 
the next decades.
